LITTLE ROCK — The Deparl- 


menl of Revenue wishes lo re- 
mind Arkansas motorists thai un 
der the new Financial Responsibil- 
ity Law .their licenses to own or 
operate a motor vehicle will be 
suspended if they are involved in 
la traffic accident and fail to meet 
the security requirements for dam 
age claimed. The security requir- 
ed under the new law may bo as 
Row as $101 or as high as $11,000. 


The driver of every molor ve- 


hicle that is involved in an,, acci 
dent resulting in death or injury 
to any person or property dam 
age in excess of $100 must 
file 


a .new accident report with the. 
Department of Revenues within .' 
days after the accident. This re 
port is mandatory regardless o: 
who was at fault. The new law does 
not in any way, however, change 
the existing statutory requircmen 
that another accident report be 
:made oul and filed wilh the Arkan 
sas Slale Police wilhin 48 hours 
If a driver is covered by aulomo 
bile liabiiily insurance al the timi

last fall. H seems the trio wero 
bluish-silver in color, and as any 
'amateur knows — muskies have 
distinctly dark 
bars or spots on 


their sides. Those fish had none. 
No doubt Hnnley hasn't heard about 
the silver pike, which those fish 
very obviously were; 
in fact, a 


good many fresh-water addicts do 
not know that such a fish exists. 


It is difficult to say just when 


this mutant of the great northern 
pike first appeared in Wisconsin 
land Minnesota waters, but the sil- 
ver pike is there und flourishing. 
These fish were taken in Lake Bell 
Tain of the Mantrap chain of lakes, 
at Nevis, Minn., in 1930. Later they 
/were caught in other lakes of the 
chain and in the immediate region. 
Since ithen silver pike have beon 
taken in the Detroit Lakes (Minne- 
sota) region nnd as far north as 
Lake County, iin the Superior Na- 
tional Forest. 


It has been 
definitely proven 


that a cross between the great nor- 
thern and the muskellunge is pos- 
,sible, but that the result of this 
cross will not reproduce. The hy 
brid, or cross, is mottled, but re- 
tains the pike form. The silver 
pike, however, is without any spots, 
bars, or blotches, the coloration 
being bluish-gray. Many specimens 
are irridescent, and some are fleck 
edc with gold. Specimens of the sil- 
ver pike have been reared at the 
University of Minnesota up to the 
age of three years. Dr. Eddy has 
observed that apparently the varie- 
ty breeds true, for all the offspring 
are like the parents. When silver 
pike are crossed with the great 
northern pike, the resulting hybrids- 
have a peculiar black mottling of 
the body. 


Were it not for the fact that we 


knew about this fish when it was 
announced 
from Lake Bell Tain, 


we would say that the fish was a 
product of the 
laboratories; 
but 


freaks would not breed true, and 
they would inevitably cross with 
the great northern pike. We do be- 
lieve, however, that the spread of 
ithe fish has been through man's 
efforts.
